CINCINNATI, June 24.—The Conven- 


tion was called to order at 10:30 A. M. 


Pfickham, of Albany, New York, said 


the New York dejegatiou has received a 
letter from Tildeu, renouncing his can- 
didacy for the Presidency. He then 
presented the letter and said that New 
York had agreed on a candidate—Ran. 
dull of Pennsylvania. 


The roll of States was then called on 


a second ballot, with this result: 


Hancock 316, Bayard 113, Field C5%, 


Hendricks 31, Thxirmau 50, Tilden 6%, 
Randall 129, Jewett 1, Parker 2, Eng- 
lish 19. 
' Wisconsin then changed her 20 for 
Hancock and New Jersey followed with 
her 18, amid great cheering. 


A number of delegates jumped upon 


chairs and vehemently attempted to be 
heard. A scene of confusion followed. 


Pennsylvania wheeled in for Han- 


cock, with New York solid close be- 
hind. 


The roll of States for the third and 


last ballot was then ordered, and down 
to Georgia Hancock got every vote. 


Official count: Hancock 705, Hen- 


dricks, 30, Bayard ii. Tilden 1. 


The nomination of Hancock has been 


made unanimous. 
There was not a 


dissenting vote. 


The following ib the substance of the

for an amendment of the Burlingame 
treaty, and for no more Chinese immi- 
gration, except for travel, education 
and foreign 
commerce, and therein 


carefully guarded. 


John Kelley mac^e a speech in which 


he said that the nomination of Han- 
cock unites the Democracy of New York 
and asks that all past differences be for- 
gotten. 


English, of Connecticut, was nomi- 


nated for Vice President. The nomi- 
nation was made unanimous. 


At 3 p. M. the Convention adjourned 


sine die.

Our foreign tiade has increased from 


$700,000,000 to $1,160,000,000 in the same time, 
and our exports, which were 120,000,000 leu 
ban onr imports in 1879. Without resorting to 
oans, it has, since the war closed ,€efrayed the 
ordinary expenses of Government, besides the 
Accruing interest on the public debt, and dis- 
rarsed annually 
more than 130,000,000 for 
soldiers' pensions. It has paid $880,000.000 of 
he public debt, and by refunding the balance 
at lower rates has reduced the annual Interest 
charge irom nearly $161,000,000 to less than 
S89,000,000. All the industries of the country 
lave revived; labor is in demand; wages have 
ncreased, and throughout the entire country 
here is evidence of a coming prosperity greater 
ban we have ever enjoyed,' Upon this record the 
itopublican party aafrs for the continued confi- 
dence and support of the people, and this Con- 
vention submits for their approval the follow- 
ng statements of the principle and purpose 
which will continue to guide and inspire itsr 
efforts: 
• 


THE BEPUBUCAN POLICY. 


First—Vic affirm that the work of the last 


twenty-one yeare has been such as to commend 
tself to the favor of tho nation, and that the 
fruit* of tbe costly victories which we have 
achieved through immense difficulties should be 
preserved. That the peace regained should be 
cherished. 
That the dissevered Union, now 


happily restored, should be perpetuated, and 
hat the liberties secured to this generation 
•hould be transmitted undlminished to future 
generations. That the order established and tho 
credit acquired should never be imperiled. That 
the pensions promised should be paid. That 
the debt so mncn reduced should be extin- 
guished by the full payment of every dollar 
thereof. That the reviv) ap industries should be 
further promoted, and that the commerce 
already so great should be steadily encouraged. 


A NATION, HOT A CONFEDEBACY. 


Second—The Constitution of the United States 


is the supreme law, and net a mere contract. 
Out of the confederated States it made a sov- 
ereign nation. tSomo powers are denied to the 
nation, while others are retained by the States; 
but the boundary between the powers delegated 
and those reserved is tc be determined by Na- 
tional and not by State tribunals. 


POPULAB EDUCATION. 


Third—The work of popular education is one 


left to the care of the several States, but it is tbe 
duty of the National Government to aid that 
work to the extent of its constitutional ability. 
The intelligence of the nation is but tbe aggre- 
gate of the intelligence in the several States, and 
the destiny of the nation must be guided, not by 
the genius of any one State, but by the average 
genius of all. 


ritOroSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 


Fourth—The Constitution wisely forbids Con- 


gress to make any law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion, but it is idle to hope that the 
nation can be protected against the influence of 
sectarianism, while each State is exposed to its 
particular domination. We therefore recom- 
mend that the Constitution be so amended as to 
lay some prohibitions upon the legislature of 
each State, and to forbid the appropriation of 
tbe public funds to the support of sectarian 
schools. 


DUTIES OF THE DAY. 


Fifth—Wo reaffirm tho belief avowed in 187C, 


that the duties levied for the purpose of reve- 
nues should so discriminate as to favor Ameri 
can labor. That no further grant of tho public 
domain should be made to any railroad or other 
corporation. That slavery having perished in 
the States, its twin barbarity, polygamy, must 
die in the Territories. That everywhere the pro- 


J tection accorded to a citizen of American 1 irth 
must be secured to citizens by American adop- 
tion. That it is tho duty of Congress to develop 
and improve our watercourses and harbors, but 
we insist that iurther subsidies to private per- 
sons or corporations must cease. Thtt tho obli- 
gations to the men who preserved its integrity 
in the day of battle are undimlnished by the 
lapse of fifteen years since their anal victory. 
Their perpetual honor is and shall forever be 
the grateful privilege and the sacred duty of the j 
American people. 


THECHIHEBE PLANK. 


Sixth—Since the authority to regulate immi- 


gration and intercourse between the United 
States and foreign nations rests with the Congress 
of the United States and its treaty-making pow- 
ers, that the Hepublican party, regarding tho 
unrestricted immigration of Chinese as an evil 
of great msguitude, invokes tho exercise of the 
power to restrain and limit that, immigration by 
the enactment of such just, humane and reason-

vided for the payment of a portion of 
the profits of the Chronicle to his rela- 
tives for their maintenance. 
The exe- 


cutors state in their petition for probate 
that they are unable at present to .state 
the value of the extate. A legacy of 
$1,000 is given to Mr. Timmins, and one 
of $250 to Mr. Anderson, employes of 
the journal. It is a curious coincidence 
that the will bears date exactly two 
years before the day upon which De 
Young was shot.

A nation cannot with tiafety relegate this 
duty to the States. The "Solid .South" mnst be 
divided by the peaceful agencies of the ballot, 
and all honest opinions mnst there And free ex- 
pression. To this end tho honest voter must be 
protected against terrorism, violence or fraud. 


Eleventh -And we affirm it to De tbe duty and

After Horse Thieves. 


A djspatch dated at Hollister, San 


Benito county, Cal., June 21 says: It 
is impossible to obtain a minute account 
of the lutest affray between citizens and 
horse thieves, as the members of the 
posse who went in pursuit of the rob- 
bers, and returned with the stolen 
horses and the arms and effects of the 
thieves are very reticent about giving 
any particulars. Enough 
has been 


elicited, however, to substantiate the 
previous statement that all three of the 
robbers were killed. The names of the 
thieves were John Slankard, a farmer 
resident of Sau Juan, in this county; 
Bill Gray, an ex-convict, lately a black- 
smith in this place, and James Eppen- 
neim. The horses were taken from 
Bitter Water on Sunday night. On 
Monday morning a man ' named Dick 
Taylor met the theives and recognized 
the stock. He notified the parties who 
had lost.them of the direction the thieves 
had taken. A posse, 
consisting of 


Bichard and Calboun Tully, George 
Hanson and Lewis Lowell, the owners 
of the horses, armed with Henry rifles 
and pistols, immediately started In pur- 
suit. They came up with the thieves, 
who were armed with six-shooters, on 
the plains near Huron, Fresno county, 
and a running fight commenced, last- 
ing for a distance of fourteen miles, re- 
sulting, as before stated, in the death 
of the three robbers. None of the citi- 
zens were injured.
